LONDON, Nov. 11.—Great Britain's

Lord of the Admiralty, David Lloyd 
George, Minister of Munitions, Andrew 
Bonar Law, Secretary for the Colonies, 
and Reginald McKenna, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 

Sir Edward Grey, the British Foreign 
Secretary, told the House of Commons 
this rnoon that he himself had ex- 
pressed a desire to resign at the time 
Viscount Haldane left the Cabinet. 

“But for a crisis in the public affairs 
I would have done so,”’ he said. 

Sir Edward declared he regarded Lord 
Haldane's resignation as a loss to the 
public service. He said he regretted 
there had been no opportunity to utilize 
Viscount Haldane’s services in the For- 
eign Office. 

When the coalition Cabinet was 
formed last May Viscount Haldane was 
succeefed as Lord High Chancellor by 
Baron Buckmaster of Cheddington.

2 ARE KILLED AND 


30 INJURED IN A 
KANSAS TORNADO 


Storm Sweeps Section of Great 
Bend, Wrecking Many Build- 
ings and Causing Heavy Loss. 


TRAIN NARROWLY ESCAPES 


Wind Does Much Damage in 
Other Parts of State, Nebraska 
and South Dakota. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. II.—-A ter- 
rific rain and wind storm, sweeping 
across Kansas from the Rocky Moun- 
tains, developed into a tornado at Great 
Bend, Kan., last night, where it wrecked 
scores of homes, demolished three large 
grain elevators and took a toll of two 
lives. In addition 36 persons were in- 
jured, 2 of them seriously enough to be 
confined to hospitals today. 

The storm cut Great Bend off from 
communication with the outside world 
and for a time reports were circulated 
that there had been great loss of life 
The property loss is estimated at 3500, 
000. 

Men Hurled Through Air. 

Charles H. Smith, a piano salesman, 
and W. W. Hale, a mill employe, were 
killed. The most dangerously injured 
were Mrs. J. J. Krebaum, Carl Johnson, 
12 years old, both of whom were re- 
ported dead last night, and J. N. Imel. 

In the southeast end of the town 0 
residences were demolished and a sim- 
Yar number were damaged. 

While Western Kansas has many cy- 
clone cellars,’’ built in previous years 
when Kansas experienced many high 
windstorms, few of these places of safe- 
ly were used. No one considered a tor- 
nado possible in November. 

Charles Smith, who lost his life, was 
walking along the street when the 
storm came. He was picked up bodily 
by the wind, carried three blocks and 
hurled into the wreckage of a building. 
Hale was killed in the destruction of the 
mill where he was employed. 

Gov. Capper called out the Great 
Bend company of the Kansas National 
Guard to help in relief work and as- 
sist in clearing the debris. 

The tornado approached from the 
southwest and swept through the south- 
ern section of Great Bend. 

The first building struck in the town 
wes a laundry, situated Cn the bank of 
the Arkansas River. From here the big 
funnel-shaped cloud jumped to the 
water and electric light plant and then 
to a cluster of mills, destroying three, 
and with them wrecking the depot of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail- 
way. 

City in Darkness, 

From there a path several blocks 
wide and three-quarters of a mile long 
was cut through the south residence 
district of the town. With the strikinz 
of the electric light plant the city was 
thrown into darkness, which, with the 
blinding downpour of rain which fol- 
lowed in the path of the twister, caused 
confusion and terror. 

Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe train 
No. 5, heavily laden with passengers, 
just escaped being caught in the storm’s 
path, it having pulled out from the sta- 
tion but a few minutes before that 
structure was almost demolished. 

Herds of sheep numbering several 
thousand, being fattened for the mar- 
ket at the edge of town, were scat- 
tered, and many killed. 

Volunteer searching parties spent 
the night, under the direction of po- 
lice authorities, hunting in the debris 
of residences and business structures 
for dead and injured. 

The greatest damage, aside from that 
suffered by the Santa Fe Railway and 
the water and electric company, was 
done at the plants of the Walnut Creek 
Milling Co., the Moses Brothers Miil 
Co., the Hulme Mills and the Rock 
Grain Co. 

Storms in Three States. 

A series of storms unusually vio- 
lent for the time of the year swept 
across Central Kansas, Nebraska and 
South Dakota last night. Hoising- 
ton and Claflin, towns near Great 
Bend, felt the effects of the storm, 
but suffered no serious damage, ac- 
cording to late reports. Consider- 
able damage was done in the country 
in the vicinity of the three towns. 

At Larned, Israel Berger and Mrs. 
Berger were killed and, at Zyba, Mrs. 
L. A. Forge, Mrs. H. L. Hartley and a 
young woman named Meadows lost their 
lives. 

At Derby, Kan., 100 miles southeast 
of Great Bend, one man was killed and 
seven persons were injured in a storm 
that struck there a few hours after the 
Great Bend disaster.

SHE IS SEPARATED 
FROM IN HER HOME 


Mrs. Della Schuette Seriously 
Wounds Eugene Schuette at 
4035A Blaine Avenue. 


BROKE INTO HER FLAT 


He Refuses to Open His Eyes 
When Asked to Identify As- 
sailant at City Hospital. 


Mrs. Della Schuette, 28 years old, of 
4035A Blaine avenue, shot and seriously 
wounded her husband, Eugene Schuette 
of 5095 Cabanne avenue, from whom 
she is separated, after he had forced 
his way into her flat at 8 a. m. today. 
She fired four shots, one of which took 
effect in Schuette’s right chest. 

Mrs. Schuette told the police her hus- 
band went to her flat this morning and 
demanded admission. She put her head 
out of the second-story window and told 
him to go away. He then forced open 
the rear door of the flat, she said, and 
she ran down the front stairway ta 
Mrs. Ira Vance’s flat on the first floor. 
With a revolver which Mrs. Vance 
handed to her she went to the rear 
porch, arriving there just as Schuette 
came down the rear stairs. 

Mrs. Schuette told policemen she first 
fred in the air to frighten her hus- 
band, but that when he advanced on 
her, she pointed the revolver at him 
and pulled the trigger four times. 

Schuette Falls on Street. 

Schuette ran from the yard and fell 
to the street in front of 4043 Blaine ave- 
nue. He was unconscious when he was 
taken to the city hospital, with a se- 
rious wound in the chest. 


porter that Schuette arrived at the flat 
at Ia. m. and demanded admission. 
When this was denied he went into s 
vacant lot, picked up a heavy stone 
and smashed the front door of the flat. 
He then went away, Mrs. Vance said, 
hut returned in a belligerent mood and 
the shooting followed. 

Mrs. Schuette was taken to the Mag- 
nolia Avenue Police Station and later ta 
the city hospital to be identified by her 
husband. 

When Schuette was brought from hes 
emergency operating room Mrs. Schuette | 
was in the anteroom. When asked 
whether he could identify her as the 
woman who shot him, Schuette would 
not open his eyes. The doctors said 
he was fully conscious and for 10 min- 
utes they tried to induce him to open his 
eyes, but he would not. 

Apparently Schuette was unwilling to 
identify his wife as the woman who 
shot him. 

Schuette’s wound was said by the 
nospital surgeons not to be necessarily 
dangerous unless blood poisoning should 
set in. 

Two Separated Since March. 

The Schuettes separated last March 
and since then their four children had 
deen in Schuette’s custody. Shortly aft- 
er the separation Schuette filed suit for 
a divorce, alleging his wife was friendly 
with other men. Mrs. Schuette filed a 
cross-bill, alleging cruelty. Judge Mc- 
Elhinney, at Clayton, last Monday threw 
both cases out of court, saying neither 
was entitled to a divorce. 

Sice the separation Mrs. Schuette hag 
been living at the Blaine avenue flat 
with her sister, Mrs. Catherine Me- 
Guire. 

The Schuettes formerly lived at 1917 
Obear avénue. On the night of Aug. 
14, 1912, Schuette went home at 10 p. m. 
and found a man visiting his wife in 
the parlor. He fired two shots at him. 
One of the bullets lodged in the chair on 
which the visitor sat. Schuette was ar- 
rested on a charge of discharging fire- 
arms. ?

“FIGHTING MEN FIRST,” SAID 
NURSES ON SINKING TRANSPORT 


Heroism of Women Told of by Cap- 
tain of French Ship—Ten of Red 
Cross Workers Were Drowned. 
LONDON, Nov. 11.—The Morning Post 
says: A correspondent sends us a story 
told by the captain of a French cruiser 
which well illustrates the important 
part being played by many noble wom- 
en in the war. The captain was instru- 
mental in saving the lives of several 
passengers when a British transport 
was torpedoed some time ago in the 
Aegean. On board were 36 nursing sis- 
ters, of whom 10 were drowned. 
“When the French boats came on the 
scene the nurses called out with one 
accord: Fighting men first!“

The new bureau will bring 10 to 12 
expert chemists to St. Louis and call 
for an annual appropriation of $30,000 
to $50,000 from the fund set aside for 
national sanitation work. 

Dr. White said today to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that refitting of 
about 10 rooms in the old Marine Hos- 
pital building for the new force 
would be begun at once. 

Heretofore the hygiene laboratory has 
been at Washington, D. C., but Govern- 
ment officials have decided that the work 
can be done better from St. Louis 4s 
a central point. New Orleans has 
a station for research into prevention of 
malaria. Savannah, Ga., has a station 
for investigation of pellagra, and Pitts- 
burg, Pa., has one for work in industrial 
sanitation. 

Dr. L. L. Lumsden Coming Here. 

The entire sanitation work of the 
Government is in charge of Dr. L. L. 
Lumsden of Washington, who will come 
to St. Louis to aid in establishing the 
new bureau. 

The work of rural sanitation by the 
Government, Dr. White said, grew out 
of an epidemic of malaria, seven years 
ago, in North Yakima, Wash. About 9000 
persons were about to give up their 
homes. The Government sent physi- 
cians and chemists, who stamped out 
‘the disease. Since then rural sanita- 
tion has been regarded as a distinct class 
of Government work. 

Dr. White said that in many rural 
communities there was great need of 
instruction in sanitation. He said some 
districts were much more healthful 
than cities, but, as a general rule, there 
was more danger of the spread of in- 
fectious disease in the country than in 
the city: 

Nee@ of Rural Districts. 

‘:*The great need of most rural dis- 
tricts,” said Dr. White, “is common 
sense sanitation. The teaching of

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. II- Approxl- 
mately 81.000, 000 damage was done by 
fire which destroyed today one of thrée 
wire rope mills at the plant ot the John 


A. Roebling’s Sons Co. in this city. Due 
to the fact that the company has orders 
for war material for European countries, 
rumors were in circulation that the fire 
was of incendiary origin, but nothing 
has been found to substantiate such re- 
ports. The company said that owing’ to 
the fact that the plant was working 
day and night there would have been 
little opportunity to set the place on 
fire. It gave out the following state- 
ment: 

We can not explain the cause of 
the flre. The ‘ building burned was 
used for the production of small rope, 
and our factory for heavy rope was 
not affected. About 1000 men are 
thrown out of employment and the 
loss is approximately $1,000,000. 

“We will use new buildings about 
completed for the manufacture of this 
small rope and expect to be in opera- 
tion. within two months. The wire 
producing part of our plant is intact 
and also our steel works,” 

When the. blaze was discovered em- 
ployes tried. unsuccessfully to extin- 
guish it.

The people, which 
were mostly Greeks and Italians with 
large families were on their way to the 
United States to settle there. The ma- 
jority, therefore, were women and chil- 
dren. 

“Wo left Messina at 5 p. m. The cap- 
tain having been warned of the presence 
of enemy submarines took all possibile 
rrecautions.

The Tageblatt says the note is in 
sharper language than is usual be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. but that for the present, 
there are only sharp words and noth- 
ing more, although there is no rea- 
son to doubt that the Americans are 
very serious in their complaints. 

“Great Britain has placed under 
guard,” it adds, “not only the trade 
of sincerely neutral countries, but 
that of her helpful friend America 
and we can easily believe the citi- 
zens of an ostensibly free and great 
republic take no pleasure in this 
tutelage of a blood relation, with all 
its petty vexations and hindrances.” 


„Maury Pass From Words to Deeds.” 

Discussing the paper blockade the 
Tageblatt declares further: 

“The question remains, what emphasis 
America is willing to give to this dec- 
laration. If Mr. Wilson intended only 
to open a more or less politely conducted 
academic discussion about blockades and 
people's rights, then everything assured- 
ly will remain unchanged, in practice. 
It might happen, however, that the note 
will intensify the resistance of really 
free Americans against British guard- 
janship in an unexpected manner and 
that the President will then see himself 
compelled, against his will, to pass from 
words to deeds. No doubt in such a 
case he would have the support of mal- 
treated European neutrals.” 

The Kreuz Zeitung finds the note 
gratifying, but has very little confidence 
that it will lead to any practical results 
and says this is the universal view of 
the German press, a view which is 
strengthened by the expressions of Brit- 
igh newspapers. 

The Kreuz Zeitung expects, nowever, 
that Great Britain will not rebuff Amer- 
ica as brusquely as British newspaper 
comment forecasts, but will adopt a pol- 
icy of delay. 

The Taglische Rundschau declares 
that while the note gives only words, 
they are very clear and decisive words 
which, contrasted with what the 
American Government has done 
hitherto, have almost the effect of 
action. It thinks, however, that 
America has waited too long and adds: 

“London will be unwilling to be- 
lieve that America now really is in 
deadly earnest with its claime and 
demands or that behind these earnest 
words stands a resolution for earnest 
action. Through his unlimited yield- 
ingness Mr. Wilson has used up too 
much of his moral credit. It is doubt- 
ful, therefore, whether British will 
honor his demands. Nevertheless, his 
language leaves scarcely anything to. 
be desired. He bluntly calls a British 
spade a spade and voices the feelings 
of American merchants, maaufactur- 
ers and shippers, who have been in- 
jured by Great Britain's tyranny at 
sea. His complaints about systematic 
abolition of all international law and 
all neutral rights are comprehensive, 
clearly outlined and stated with frm. 
ness.“ 

Paper Doubts Serious Intent. 


The Reinische Westhalische Zeitung 
says: “After all we have experienced 
from the United States since the war 
began, we are no longer able to cherish 
the conviction that the note sent to 
Great Britain, in which the American 
Government formulates and sharply 
emphasizes certain demands, is serioualy 
meant. A country like America, which 
not only officially has shown the Brit- 
ish the greatest good will, but which

It will sur- 
prise many that Mr. Wilson, regarding 
whose personal sympathies we enter- 
tain no doubt, has maintained this 
principle in such energetic words 
against Great Britain and it is in- 
deed noteworthy that he does not sup- 
press his penchant for vigorous 
phrases, but demands cessation of the 
burdensome and illegal practices and 
challenges the validity of the ‘osten- 
sible British blockade.’ 
“We must also credit him with con- 
sistency, particularly where he up- 
holds the old thesis of illegality of 
reprisals and declares flatly that the 
United States cannot submit to meas- 
ures, themselves illegal, adopted to

BOOST $3,000 000 
UNTY BOND PLA 


Effort to Be Made to Reach Each 
of the 16,000 Voters in 
the Campaign. 


TWO-THIRD VOTE NEEDED 


Unless Bond Issue Passes In- 
creased Taxes Necessary for 
Highway improvement. 


The — tor the $3,000, 000 good 
roads bond ‘issue in St. Louis county is 
being pushed vigorously by the St. Louis 
Count Permanent Roads and Bridge 
Association, of which P. P. Lewis of 
Eureka, president of the State Board of 
Agriculture, is chairman. An effort 
will be made to reach personally, or by 
explanatory Mterature, each of the 16,- 
006 voters in St. Louis county to this 
end. 


Asa two-thirds vote will be necessary 
to carry the bond issue, the officials of 
the Gcod Roads Association realize that 
@ most thorough campaign will be neces- 
gary for success. County officials at 
Clayton say that unless the bond issue 
is it will be necessary 
to increas® taxes to produce sufficient 
revenues to keep the roads in repair, 
and to construct the necessary perma- 
nent roads. 

- County Valuation $68,000,000. 
The assessed valuation of St. Louis 

County is now $68,000,000. If the assessed 
valuation is increased, to meet the de- 
mand for additional money for the road 
fund, a large portion of the additional 
taxes will go into the State treasury, 
and the county will derive no direct 
benefit. 

The State’s proportion of the tax is 8 
cents, the cbunty's 8 cents, while there 
is a special toad tax of % cents on the 
$100 valuation. The average school tax 
for the 88 districts of the county is 48 
cents, the rate varying from 5 cents in 
nome districts, to $1.35 in others. 

State Senator A. E. L. Gardner, one ot 
the active members of the Good Roads 
Association, said that the $68,000,000 as- 
sessment was presumed to represent 60 
per cent of the real value of the prop- 
erty of the county. As a matter of fact, 
it represented only 40 per cent, he said. 

County officials heretofore have not 
felt the necessity of taxing property on 
more than 4 per cent of its valuation, 
but they have the power, under the law, 
to assess at full value. 

Senator Gardner said that if the bond 
{ssue carried the tax rate would be 
increased 42 cents on the $100 valuation 
the first year, but that this would be re- 
duced to 22 cents before the expiration 
of the 2-year period of the bond issue. 

Produces Figures, 

He produced figures to show that the 
tax on a houge actually worth $8000 
would amount to only $76 a year, on the 
basis of the present assessment, includ- 
ing the bond issue charges, while the 
tax would amount to $88.80 a year if 
the bond issue should fail and the tax 
rate should be increased. He also de- 
-@lared that where the assessment basis 
Was raised it never was possible to re- 
duce it. 

St. Louis County now pays more taxes 
to the State than any other county. 
except Jackson, which includes Kansas 
City. St. Louis County, the City of St. 
Louis and Jackson and Buchanan Coun- 
ties pay into the State treasury 60 per 
cent of the State’s entire revenue. 
As the assessment of St. Louie Coun- 
ty, on the basis of the present valua- 
tion, normally increases $2,000,000 a year, 
owing to the numerous subdivisions laid 
out and the many new houses cor:struct-/4 
ed, the valuation will pass the $100,000,000 
mark before the bonds become due, even 
without increasing the assessment from 
the 40 per cent basis to a 60 or 7 per 
cent basis. : 
“Leaders in the bond issue movement 
say the passage of the bond issue 
would provide good roads for virtually 
every part of St. Louis County, almost 
immediately, and would put a stop to 
the heavy drain upon he courty reve- 
nue for annual maintenance of the roads. 

Problem That Causes Anxiety. 

One problem causing some anxiety 
is that about one-third of the residents 
ot the county ‘Ive in incorporated te 
ritory. Under State laws no money 
can be spent by the county in the in- 
corporated towns for road building 
Tt has been the practice of the county 
officials to prepay to the incorporated 
towns 65 per cent of their road taxes 
for street improvements. The leaders 
of the good roads movement are plan- 
ning to make agreements with the in- 
corporated communities by which the 
school districts in which they are lo- 
cated will get their proper share of the 
bond issue money for road improvement. 
The main thoroughfares leading through 
these towns will also be continued us 
county roads. 

County officials say that it may also, 
be necessary to start a campaign for 
_ fuller personal tax returns, unless the 
bond issue should be voted. It is known 
that not more than 15 per cent of the 
Personal property in the county is listed 
for taxation. It was said one farmer 
who is known to be worth about $100,- 
000 in personal property made a return 
of only $350, while another, who hai 
a herd of fine cattle for which he re- 
fused $125 a head, listed them as calves,

He said the 
lights above did not enable him to see 
Grinter on the track ahead of him, that 
Grinter’s car was dark, the trolley being 
off the wire, and that the headlight of 
his own car, because of the curve, did 
not shine in such a direction as to light 
the track directly ahead.

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AMY TELLS OF 
PUTTING HANDLAN 
OUT OF HIS OFFIC 


“I Told Him to Go and He Got,” 
Says Lawyer Suing for Fee in 
Lemp Divorce Case. 


John S. Leahy, who was an attorney 
for Mrs. Lilian Handlan Lemp in her 
divorce suit against William J. Lemp, 
wealthy brewer, in 1903, and who is 
now suing her for a $5000 legal fee, testi. 
fied this morning, in Judge Jones court, 
that he.ordered her father, A. H. Hand- 
lan, out of his office, after the disagree- 


ment as to the fee had arisen. 

Handlan is president of the Handlan- 
Buck Manufacturing Co. and lives at the 
St. Regis Apartments, 4954 Lindell boule- 
vard. His daughter obtained $100,000 
alimony and custody of her son with 
her divorce. 

Leahy’s story of the incident came out 
in a peppery exchange of questions and 
answers with O'Neill Ryan, who is rep- 
resenting Mrs. Lemp in the present suit. 
Ryan asked Leahy to tell of a conver- 
sation between Ryan and Leahy, in 
Leahy’s office, after his claim for a 
$5000 fee had been refused. 

Leahy replied that he remembered 
telling Ryan what he thougkt of clients 
who would show ingratitude to a law- 
yer who had saved their reputation 
and won a big fortune for them.“ «le 
denied having said that he would make 
no further effort to collect, but said he 
did say that but for Handlan’s conduct 
he would wipe the slate clean and 
“charge it to profit and loss.” 


Advised Handlan to Pay Dillon Bill. 
He said John Dillon, son of the late 


Daniel Dillon, who was associated with 
him as Mrs. Lemp’s counsel, called on 
Handlan with a bill for an additional 
fee for his father’s services, and that 
Handlan called and told him, Leahy, 
about it. Leahy said he advised Hand- 
lan to pay Dillon something, and that 
Handlan then remarked that Leahy ani 
John Dillon were evidently in ca- 
hoots.’’ 

“I then told Mr. Handlan,““ said 
Leahy, “that he would better get out of 
my office, and he got.“ 

“The short and simple annals, of the 
poor,” remarked Ryan, in comment on 
the crisp_style of—Leahy’s narrative, 
Leahy did not smile at this pleasant- 
ry and Ryan asked him if anything 
was wrong with his facial muscles. 

“To look at you is to smile,” said 
Leahy, his visage still solemn. 

Leahy testified yesterday that he and 
the elder Dillon, now deceased, wished 
to use a technical charge of desertion 
in the divorce suit, but that Handlan, 
who was directing their efforts, ob- 
jected to this program, saying he wished 
to “show Lemp up.“ Accordingly more 
serious allegations were placed in the 
petition, and a bitter legal fight was pre- 
cipitated. Yet, when the decree was 
granted, it was on the ground of de- 
sertion alone. 


Leahy Suggested $300,000 Alimony. 
Leahy also told of his attempt to 


settle the matter of alimony without 
a contest and said he asked Lemp to 
settle $300,000 on his wife. Lemp re- 
plied, he said, that this was one-third 
his fortune and that his business was 
in a precarious condition because of 
the spread of prohibition. 

Ryan tried to show that some of the 
legal consultations with Handlan, which 
Leahy includes in the bill he is now try- 
ing to collect, were merely social visits. 
Leahy said he and Handlan had been 
friends, and that the first request for 
his services in a prospective divorce suit 
canmie while thev gere at I:nchecm to- 
gether in November, 1900 He said he 
was formally retained ‘n March, 1907, 
though the suit was not filed until a 
year later. 


Mrs. Lemp Says She Owes But $200, 
Mrs. Lemp denies owing Leahy or his 


legal firm any balance on the fee, but 
admits that she owes $209.04 for expenses 
incurred, which she is willing to pay. 
Her defense in the present suit is that 
Leahy and Dillon agreed to handle the 
divorce case for whatever compensation 
the court might award them The court, 
after hearing testimonv as to the value 
of such legal services, allowed $2000, 
which was divided equaliv between the 
lawyers 

Leahy testified that he spent about 120 
entire days working on the Lemp case, 
and that he had expected to receive 
much more than $1500. He called other 
liwyere to testify te the value of such 
services, and none made a lower csti- 
mate than $8500.

Broadway Bank Was Place for 
Payment of Interest on Secur- 
ities Being Investigated. 


Examination of the affairs of the 
closed Broadway Bank, Broadway and 
Soulard street, has shown that Edward 
Beisbarth, president of the bank, was 
trustee for a $500,000 bond issue of the 
Wayne Farms Co., now under investiga- 
tion by postal inspectors. The Broadway 
Bank is designated, in the bonds. as the 
placé of payment. 

The Wayne Farms Co. was formed 
to deal in land in Wayne County, and 
in other Southeast Missouri counties. 
These lands were the former holdings 
of the Orah Land Investment Co., in 
connection with which John T. Long 
and Mrs. Orah Ridgly have been indicted 
at Belleville, III. Suits in St. Louis 
and Illinois courts, for sums aggregat- 
ing more than $200,000, have arisen from 
these land transactions. 

Beisbarth told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the Broadway Bank did not 
hold any of the paper of the Wayne 
Farms Co., and that the institution’ had 
not been connected with the land com- 
pany in a financial way. He said that 
his connection with the Long-Ridgly 
schemes had not resulted in the loss 
of any money either to the bank or him- 
self. 

The Wayne Farms Co. was incor- 
porated last June by John Wilson, 
Charles J. Griffith and William F. 
Kelly, residents of Southeast Missouri. 
It is being operated by H. E. Carey of 
Chicago, president and manager; Ed- 
ward Bottenberg and David Glass of 
Rushville, Tl. Bottenberg is secretary. 

It is incorporated for $500,000, the cap- 
ital stock being divided into 20,000 shares 
of the par value of $25. Its land hold- 
ings consist of 4960 acres conveyed to it 
by the Orah Land and Investment Co. 
The lands and other holdings of the 
company are listed at high figures. <A 
tract of 2000 acres, which was sold to 
the Orah company by the Concrete In- 
vestment Co. at $3 an acres is listed at 
$70 an acre.

The plan contemplates that holders 
of general lien bonds shall accept these 
income interest bonds instead of 75 per 
cent of the present holdings, and in- 
vestors who own refunding mortgage 
bonds shall give up 2% per cent of their 
holdings, accepting, instead, new bonds 
for the same amount. 

Reduction in Capitalization. 

The new plan provides for a total re- 
duction in capitalization of $29,678,868, 
or 8.31 per cent. Excluding the bonds 
of the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Mem- 
phis, which remain undisturbed, the re- 
duction amounts to 9.82 per cent in the 
total capitalization. 

The reduction in the bonded indebted- 
ness will bring about a reduction of 
47.16 per cent, or $118,887,868, in the fixed 
charge obligation of the road. 

Reduction in fixed annual charges will 
be $5,728,135, or 47.46 per cent of the 
present annual charge. Reductions in 
fixed charge obligations of the road, 
under the new plan, are best shown by 
compariscn with present obligations per 
mile of the road. 

Under the present systgm, the fixed 
charge obiigations are $63,899.95 per mile 
of first main track. These bear a fixed 
annual charge of $3059.47. 

As a result of the reorganization, the 
new company will have outstanding 
fixed charge obligations, secured upon 
the property of the system, at the rate 
per milé of first main track owned by 
the new company of $33,762.54. These 
will bear a fixed annual charge per mile 
of $1607.42.

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IAPAN'S MIKADO 


JOINS IN ANTIQUE 
DANCE CEREMONY 


Kagura Music, Handed Down 
From Dimmest Ages, Accom- 
panies Rites in Kioto. 


By Associated Press, 

KIOTO, Nov. 1l1—following the 
grand coronation ceremony at the 
Shishiiden, the antique ceremony of the 
kagura dance was celebrated today at 
the Shunkoden Hall in the presence of 
the whole court. 

In the early hours the Shunkoden 
Hall, wherein reposes the imperial 
sanctuary, was decorated appropriately. 
At the appointed time the dignitaries of 
State, higb military and naval officers, 
and titled personages and their wives 
assembled in the waiting hall in the 
compound of the imperial ‘palace. They 
wore the same dress as on the cere- 
mony of the previous day, 

Not long afterward the Crown Prince, 
the Princes and Princesses of the blood 
and other members’ of the imperial 
family entered the Giyoden, a hall ad- 
jacent to the Shunkoden. A short in- 
terval and then the Emperor slowly 
made his way from the inner part of 
the palace, attended by his retinue. His 
majesty donned his outer robes and 
washed his hands, as is usual when 
worshipping before the deity or holy 
presence. He then took the bamboo 
brush and the hinoki fan, which were 
offered by the chamberlains. The 
members of the suite also changed their 
dress. 

In the meantime the senior corona- 
tion officials entered the place of cere- 
mony and took their posts, and those 
who had assembled in the waiting hall 
were ushered into the Shunkoden Hall 
under the guidance of the coronation 
officials and took the seats assigned to 
them. 

Doors ef Impertal Sanctuary Open. 

The doors of the imperial sanctuary 
were thrown open by the officials in 
charge to the strains of the kagura mu- 
sic. Next the officials presented the 
sacred rice and other offerings to the 
sanctuary, these being placed on the 
altar. The soft strains of the kagura 
music were-heard continually. Then the 
chief \ritualist attired in full religious 
costume’ proceeded before the sanctuary 
and read a Shinto prayer. 

Presently the imperial train entered 
the hall, the Emperor being preceded by 
the grand master of cermonies and the 
household minister. After the Emperor 
came two chamberlains, one holding the 
sacred sword and the other the imperial 
privy seal. They were followed by ‘the 
lord chamberlain, other chamberlains, 
the chief aid-de-camp and other aids-ae- 
Camp. Behind the imperial retinue 
walked the Crown Prince, princes of the 
blood and other members of the impe- 
rial family and the lord keeper of the 
privy seal, the chief of the coronation 
committee bringing up the rear. 

Solemn and Beautiful Scene. 

When the Emperor had taken his seat 
on the imperial throne the chamberlains 
who held the sacred sword and the im- 
perial seal placed them on the tables 
near by. The scene was one of great 
beauty and color, with the dominating 
note solemnity. 

The ceremony proper then began. It 
was concluded in a short space of time. 
The Emperor rose from his seat, and, 
while court ritualists were ringing the 
sacred bells, made a respectful bow to 
the sanctuary. The same formalities 
were observed by the Crown Prince, 
princes and princesses of the blood and 
other members of the imperial family. 

The court musicians then resumed the 


kagura music and the Emperor and 


members of the imperial house retired 
in the same order observed upon their 
entry. At the close of the ceremony all 
participants either offered worship or 
showed their respect before the sanc- 
tuary. The offerings placed on the 
altar were removed and taken away by 
the officials to the strains of the ka- 
gura, and the door of the sanctuary 
was closed. 

The kagura music is an important 
Shinto air handed aown from the dim- 
mest ages. When Amaterasu Omikami, 
the great imperial ancestress, concealed 
herself in a cave, being angry with the 
lawless conduct of her brother, Susano 
Mikato, her subjects, to soothe her 
wrath, began to play music. A goddess 
attending the Sun Goddess, named Ama- 
no-Uzume, put on a wig made of the 
bark of the Judas tree and, girding up 
the sleeves of her dress with a cord 
made of vine, danced before the cave 
wherein the Sun Goddess was resting. 
There was an accompaniment of song 
and a halbard with bells attached. The 
gods and goddesses made a huge bon- 
fire, as it was pitch dark outside the 
cave, and made merry at the dance of 
the goddess Amano-Uzume. 

Goddess Curiosity Aroused. 

The Sun Goddess, whose feminine cu- 
riosity was aroused by the swelling 
music and dancing, opened the door of 
the cave to look upon the scene. So 
pleased was she at the merry enter- 
tainment that her wrath was dispelled 
and she came out of her concealment. 
Her subjects, gods and goddesses, were 
overjoyed at her reappearance and 
sang a song of welcome. This was the 
origin of the kagura dance, In the 
reign of the first Emperor Jimmu the 
kagura dance was established as an 
important function at the court cere- 
monials. 

In the reign of Emperor Seiwa, 88 A. 
D., the kagura dance was used for the 
first time in the celebration of the 
Daijosai or grand. thanksgiving fes- 
tival as a part of the accession cere- 
mony. The present airS used in the 


| kagura music were selected from among 


ancient songs by Emperor Ichijo, and 
number . The prinefpal instruments 
used in the music are harps and flutes. 
In playing the kagura ‘music the mu- 
siclans take their seats in two groups, 
facing each other,

OF LATE GEN. NOG 


Imperial Edict Gives Right to 
Stranger to Take Name of 
Port Arthur Hero. 


TOKIO, Nov. 11—No subject has caused 
more of a clamor of puplic discussion 
in Japan in recent years than an im- 
perial decree legally resuscitating the 
family of the late Gen. Nogi. the hero 
of Port Arthur and the idol of the Jap- 
anese nation. A storm of protest has 
risen from all parts of the empire be- 
Cause of the fact that Gen. Nogi, who 
committed harakiri with his wife on 
the night of the funeral of Emperor 
Mutsuhito, left a will expressing his 
disapproval of the custom of adopting 
heirs in Japan and requesting that his 
family become extinct. 

Gen. Nogi’s later life was saddened 
by the loss of his two sons in the war 
with Russia. He was constantly re- 
quested by relatives and friends to adopt 
an heir in fulfillment of Japanese cua- 
tom and thus to continue the succes- 
sion of his house. 

Nogi. howVvere, refused, declaring 
that to his mind the practice of adoption 
had worked very badly and often had 
resulted in bringing discredit to the 
family. He preferred that his own 
house, which had been given the rank 
of nobility by the Emperor should be- 
come extinct after his death. 

This desire was contained very ex- 
plicitly in his last testament in which 
he declared the tombs of the family 
ancestors should be cared‘ for by blood 


should be 


relations so long as any of them sur- 
vive, and not by others.“ 
He gave directions that his body 
contributed to a medical 
school for dissection. Under the belief 
that his wife would survive him, Count 
Nogi concluded his will with the words: 
“The name of the House of Nogi will 
be retained during my wife’s lifetime 
und after that it is my earnest hope 
that my family will be extinguished.”’ 
The successor to Count Nogi is not a 
blood relative. He is Motosato Mori, 
younger brother of Viscount Moto Mori. 
An imperial decree ordering Mr. Nogt 
tc take over the house of the late Gen. 
Nogi as well as the title of Count was 
issued on the third anniversary of the 
suicide of the hero of Port Arthur. The 
fact that the new head of the house 
has already made application for the 
family relics and memorials has height- 
ened public feeling on the matter.

ASQUITH PROPOSES 


COUNCIL OF ALLIES 
10 CONDUCT WAR 


English Premier Promises Closer 
Co-Operation in Future 
Operations. 


LONDON, Nov. II. Premier Asquith is 
expected today to ask the, House of 
Commons for a vote of credit of 1400, 000, 
000, ($2,000,000,000). This will wring the 
total amount appropriated for war pur- 
poses up to £1,662,000,000 ($8,310,000,000). 

The Premier appeared in the House 
yesterday and it was anticipated he 
would make his appeal for funds at 
that time, but some unexpected devel- 
“pment prevented. However, he made 
the promised statement on the financial 
situation and urged great care in the 
disbursement of the national resources. 
His resume was not sufficiently com- 


‘plete to satisfy some of the members, 


who had expected a comprehensive sur- 
vey of the financial policy and details 
of the daily outlay for war purposes. 

Premier Asquith presented figures 
showing that there remained from the 
last appropriation a sum sufficient to 
finance the war up to the third week 
in November. Approximately the war 
had cost £4,350,000 ($21,760,000) daily, he 
said, from Sept. 12 to Nov. 6, mounting 
to this figure from £2,700,000 ($13,500,000) 
which was the daily outlay in the earlier 
part of the financial year. 

Great Britain, the Premier continued, 
had loaned to her allies and dominions 
£98,000,000 ($490,000,000) between April 1 
and Nov. 6, and had spent an additional 
£12,000,000 ($60,000,000) for food supplies. 

Regarding contracts, said the Premier, 
arrangements had been made between 
the allied Governments to avoid compet- 
ing against one another either in the 
home market or in foreign markets, and 
thus keep down prices. Where there has 
been reasonable ground to suspect that 
extensive profits were being earned by 
a reasonable level. 

The War Office, continued Premier 
Asquith, already had taken steps to se- 
cure a more effective and co-ordinated 
contractors, prices had been reduced to 
prosecution of the war on the part of 
the allied Powers by strengthening the 
British general staff and establishing 
more intimate intercommunication—not 
sporadic, but normal and habitua]l—be- 
tween the military and naval advisers of 
dll the allied Powers. His own views 
had been much strengthened by what 
he had seen during his two visits to 
the front as to the importance of inter- 
changeing officers between the War Of- 
fice and the army in the field, so that 
all might experience trench fighting and 
all the novel operations this war had in- 
troduced. 


War Office Staff Praised. 
Sir Archibald James Murray, head of 


the general staff, was about to appoint 
as his assistant Brigadier-General Laun- 
celot E. Kiggell, and Gen. F. Shaw 
would become director of home defense. 
The Premier said he was satisfied that 
the staff now at the War Office, which 
was far more numerous than the public 
Was aware, was composed of very able, 
cistinguished officers, no less than 26 of 


4 whom had had actual experience in the 


present war. 

With regard to the relations between 
the British staff and those of the allied 
Powers, it would be a great mistake. 
the Premier said, to suppose that they 
had been living in water-tight com- 
partments, without communicating with 
one another. There was a British mil- 
itary attache at French headquarters. 
and a distinguished French officer in 
attendance at the War Office in Lon- 
don, while arrangements now had been 
made for more intimate co-operation 
and for the interchange of views for 
common developments of plans for all 
the military operations in the different 
theaters of war. A distinguished French 
staff officer, the Premier stated, wiil 
be in daily communication with the 
general staff at the British War Office, 
and Great Britain is sending to Franco 
officers entrusted with a like mission. 

“Tt is more than possible, added the 
Premier, “that this organization may 
be still further develoved.”’ 

“I am betraying no secret,“ contin- 
ued the Premier, when I say that the 
distinguished man who now holds tho 
post of Prime Minister to France is 
anxious—and I am as anxious as he is 
—that we should develop the system of 
informal occasional conferences which 
have taken place in the last few months 
with great advantage into something 
more definite and better organized. 
Neither he nor I is without hope that 
before long we shall have something 
lu the nature of a war council, on which 
shall sit Ministers of the crown and 
Ministers of the republic, 
with the expert advice of these united 


general staffs, control.and direct our | 


conjoint military and naval operations. 


4 General War Council Urged. 
I do not place any limit on the ex- 


tent to which this co-operation will be 
carried and we shall be only too de- 
lighted if Russia and Italy join us for 
the purpose I have indicated. With a 
broad-based, well-conceived and sympa- 
thetically worked system of that kind 
we have every confidence that the op- 
eration of thé war will be still more 
effictently conducted and co-ordinated 
in the future than in the past and that 
the fine spirit and resources of the al- 
lies will bring the war to a triumphanr 
conclusion.“ 

Laming W. Evans, Untonist Member 
for Colchester, suggested that the Gov- 
ernment should mobilize the nation’s as- 
sets and Ascertain exactly what foreign 
securities were held in the country and, 
if negessary, submit to their being re- 
quisitioned by the Government for the 
purpose of supporting national credit. 

Leifchild Jones, Liberal, was confi- 
dent that great economy could be ef- 
fected by the supervision of contracts. 
Henry E. Duke, Unionist, condemned 
the extravagance of the public depart- 
ments. 

A long discussion followed, covering 
the financial military and naval posi- 
tions. The chiéf complaint of the mem- 
bers was that Premier Asquith had not 
given a general review of what Sir 
Joseph Walton described as “the grave 
financial tuation; that no steps had 
been taken to enforce economy and that 


‘the supervision of expenditures had not

THIRD OF $150,000 
FORY.M.C.A HOME 


Chicage Man Offers $25,000 to | 


Start Fund; Whites to Raise 
$75,000. 


CAMPAIGN IN DECEMBER 


Effort Will Be Made to Obtain 
All of the Money in 
Ten Days. 


The negro members of the Colored 
Branch, Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation, have pledged themselves to raise 
$50,000 in 10 days as part of a fund of 
$150,000 for a building for the negro 
branch. Already nearly. $2000 has been 
subscribed. The campaign will prob- 
ably begin Dec. 6 and end Dec. 16. a 

Philemon Bevis, general secretary of 
the St. Louls Young Men's Christian 
Association, says that the short time 
allowed is due to the conditions of a 
donation of $25,000 which will start the 
$150,000 fund. Julius Rosenwald of Chi- 
cago has offered to. give $25,000 for a 
building for the colored Y. M. C. A. in 
St. Louis, provided $125,000 is raised in 
this city. 

When the offer was made to the mem- 
bers of the colored branch they agreed 
to obtain subscriptions for $50,000 from 
among their own people, provided $75,- 
| 000 could be obtained from white resi- 
dents. 

Offer Was Accepted. 

The board of directors of the St. Louis 
V. M. C. A. accepted the offer, and at 
its meeting on Nov. 1 passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing the campaign. 

Rogenwald has made similar gifts to 
the colored Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociations of other cities, notably Chi- 
cago, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Indianap- 
olis, Nashville, Atlanta, Browklyn, Los 
Angeles, Cincinnati, Kansas City and 
Washington. In all except Chicago the 
buildings have cost $100,000. The Chi- 
cago Colored Y. M. C. A. property cost 
$190,000. The negro population of Chi- 
cago is, according to the last census, 
approximately 46,000. That of St. Louis 
is approximately 44,000. 

The negroes are organizing their 
forces for the campaign. F. L. Wil- 
liams, principal of Sumner High School, 
is chairman of the board of managers 
of the Colored Branch, and he and the 
executive secretary of the branch, wa- 
vid D. Jones, have the work in charge. 
The other members of the Colored 
Branch board of managers are W. L. 
Perry, Milton Rowland, C. W. Brown, 
T. A. Curtis, J. E. Mitchell, C. H. Tur- 
ner, S. B. Wallace, W. S. Brabham, 
Thomas A. Marshall, L. F. Ford, W. . 
Curtis, W. C. Gordon, Edward D. Ham- 
ilton and W. R. Hill. 

Organized 15 Years Ago. 

The Colored Young Men’s Christian 
Association in St. Louis was organized 
about 15 years ago, and became a part 
of the general association in St. Louis 
Jan. 1, 1913. ft has a membership of 
223. The branch. occupies an old 
residence at 2702 Lawton avenue, quar- 
ters which are inadequate for the work 
in its present state. 

“The proposed new building will have 
a complete and commodious equipment 
for both boys and men, with lobby, 
gymnasium, swimming pool, i night 
school rooms, employment bureau, lunch 
room, Bible class and committee rooms, 
as, well as baths and dormitories for 
colored young men away from home.

If School Director Mauch cah show that the 
bond issue or tax increase, which Supt. Blewett 
recommends, is not necessary to supply school 
room and maintain the standard of the schools, 
we shall be glad.

We must have enough buildings to supply 
the constantly increasing demand, enough com- 
petent, well-paid teachers for the pupils and al! 
the opportunities offered by the best public schoo! 
system to those seeking education; we must have 
an ample supply of night schools and summer 
schools. 

The people of St. Louis want the best possible 
school system. They do not want to curtail its 
usefulness. They do not want economies which 
tend to reduce its standard and the scope of its 
service; which will deprive any youth of excellent 
educational opportunities. They have proved this 
by liberally responding to every call for needed 
revenue. They have voted special taxes to sup- 
ply needed public revenues. They are ready 
to supply more revenues whenever the need for 
it is demonstrated. 

Mr. Blewett estimates that in round numbers 
$3,000,000 is required to supply adequate school 
room and funds for school maintenance for the 
next five years. Of this amount, he says that 
nearly one-half is needed to supply the build- 
ings actually needed now. The increase of 
maintenance cost is estimated at $170,000 a year. 
On the other hand, the increase in revenues at 
the present tax rate is estimated at ‘$100,000 
a year, based upon the average increase for the 
past five years. 

The alternatives Mr. Blewett offers for a 
building fund raised by a bond issue, which is 
good business when actually needed, or an in- 
crease in the tax rate, are these: 

„1. The expenditures may be kept within the 
income by curtailing present activities to the 
serious injury of the-schools. 

2. The expenditures may be kept within the 
income by stopping all further building, and 
by the accommodation of increased enroll- 
ment in the present buildings in the conse- 
quent half-time sessions offered to thousands 


of pupils.

be lopped off, or economies not hurtful to the 
schools, that can be adopted, good; let us have 
trem. But if not, then the money must be 
raised.

Game of Cribbage,” by Dickens, and 


‘Pericles to the Athenians,” with se- 
lections from Froissart on the back. 


Some New 
Recipes 


Creamed Celery—Cut four stalks of 
celery into small dice, cover with water: 
and let it slowly simmer until very ten- 
der and perfectly clear. Then drain off 
the water (which has been slightly 
salted), put 1 cup of cream or rich milk 
into saucepan with 1 tablespoon of but- 
ter, and when hot add the celery. Sea- 
son delicately with salt and pepper and 
simmer 5 minutes, then add 1 small tea- 
spoon (I think % is enough) of corn- 
starch mixed smooth with a little cold 
milk, Stir in thoroughly and serve very 


hot. 


Beef Roll-—Chop fine 1% pounds of 
bottom of round steak. Mix well with 
one-half cup bread crumbs, 1 well-beaten 
ogg, a few drops of onion juice and salt 
and pepper to season. Add milk 1 
moisten, if necessary. Shape into loaf or 
roll and bake 30 minutes, basting fre- 
quently with a little melted butter la 
hot water. Remove from the pan and 
make a brown gravy to pour over it. 
Serve with a border of well-cooke 
macaroni. 

Lemon Pie—One cup sugar, 2 table- 
spoons flour mixed with sugar, 1 
lemon (juice) and grate about 1-3 
rind of lemon, 4 eggs (yolks). Mix 
well together and when ready for 
oven add 1 cup hot milk. 

Frosting—Four eggs (whites) beaten to 
a stiff froth; add 6 even tablespoons 
sugar. When pie is nearly cold put on 
frosting. ‘
